The cited art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims invention of 
methodology for constructing composite response surfaces combining neural networks 
with polynomial interpolation or estimation techniques. 

The closest prior art (Higuerey et al, Method and Apparatus for Predicting a 
Characteristic of a Product Attribute formed by a Machining Process using a model of 
the Process) teaches an intelligent model preferably comprising one or more trained 
neural networks that could be interchanged with response surface methodology models. 
Higuerey does not teach constructing composite response surfaces that combine neural 
networks with polynomial interpolation or estimation techniques
